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CAPTAIN SHAW.

The London Fire Chief Returns—His
Report upon the American
Fire System—An Inte-
rogting Summary.

From the Lendon Herald, Sept. 98,

We announced yestorday the return of Captain
Shaw, the Clilef of the Mutropolitan Fire Brigade,
to London, from his toar of inspectlon of the
working of the fire departments in the principal
cities in the United States.

He eulogizes In the warmest terms of grati-
tude the very cordinl and hospitable reception
he had met with In all the cities which he
visited, but he could not disgulee his extreme
dicappolntment at haviog taken so long, labo-
rlous, and expensive n journey with absolutely
no resnlt whatever bevond acquiring a know
ledge of the true condition of the several lire
departments, His bhope bad been that in cach
of the grent cities he would bave nu opporbimity
of discusslng with practieal men the detail

organization, training, discipline, drilis; econo
my, mechauiead  applinness, and  all the
othier subjects  of Interest to thoge who
hind adaopted Lthe businoss ns their
profession, bat he had nowhere been  able

to do this except on the smullost possible seale,
in congeguence ol the exi=ting arrangzement

He wus of opinion that the telegraph makers
had done much for the fire doportiments;, and
thut the stenn fire englne bailders had also don
much, but that the olticinls ludd done very Ltk

for themeelves, cither by lnstrueting thy englng
builders and makers of thelr applinnces gene-
rally as to the real reguireiaents ol the servies

or by exerelsing and proctishig themselves iu the
use of such applisnees as they have.  Their en-
gines can throw wator well, bt those in use are
jor the most part heavy, unwicldy, and ineonve-
nient in the extreme; and what till more re-

enable them to point out to the makers of their
applinnces whal was really wanted, and to in-
struct thelr men in the use of them when made.
It was perhaps not generslly Koown In England
that the chiel oficers, or, as they are called,
chief engineers, of most of the Ameriean flre
departments, and the principal sssistant engi-
neers, are elected, not promoted, and that politi-
eal influence is commoniy paramount in the
eloctions, In some towns the clnel and Lis
assletants were appoionted by the mayor, and
this was probably the better mode of the two;
but in whichever way Lthey obtained thele places
the appoluiments generally were only tempo-
rary, and varied in duration from oneé to about
three years, according to local arrangements. It
was hardly to be believed that fn the midst of a
practical nation like the Awerieans the chief ol
an impurtant depnrtment, reguiring o conside-
rable smpeunt of skill and pocinl training,
shiould be obliged every yenr to enter Into com-
petition with his own subordinates and others,
and either to stand contiomted frosh elections or
10 loge hie place.
